Plant Pumpkins 

The farmer who has an eye to the 
vcomfort and health of the cattle and 
"'hog* this fall, will not forget to secure 
some good pumpkin seed and plant it 
in his own way, either by putting the 
seed in the planter, or by planting it 
after the corn comes up, in the old- 
fashioned way . The pumpkin crop 
is a catch crop pure and simple, costs 
nothing but the seed, and is a very 
valuable help along in November or 
the last week in October. Many hogs 
that were supp6sed to have cholera, 
after a good feed of pumpkins have re- 
c lveretl, not because there was any di- 
sease among them but because they 
Were out of condition. The pumpkin 
feed is a diuretic as every grandmoth- 
er knows who has taught her daughter 
to give the baby pumpkin seed tea 
•when its kidneys were not working 
properly, and it works the same way 
«u the hog. Plant pumpkin seed 
with the corn, and if you do not have 
the seed hunt up some thritty farmer 
■who has grown more than he wants 
aud will accommodate you 
v«uough for your purpose. If the 
pumpkins were a brand new thing 
just discovered and in the hands of 
but one or two seedsmen, the firm 
would make lots of money advertis- 
1 ing it. Nevertheless, it is just as good 
for farm purposes as though it were a 
recent discovery. It Is of ten times 
the value of some of the most vaunted 
discoveries like sacaline, sylvestris, 
«1c. Let us get all the good we can 
out of the old standbys and then add 
anythiug new that has real value.

self, the Auditor and others that this 
year's school fund deficit shall be 
made up in lull'out of future funds 
and that all schools and teachers will 
get the full amount contracted for, 
and promised for this year. This will 
be good news to many teachers who 
feared a curtailing of the school 
teems. 

The Superintendent, however, like 
everyone else, now forsees a big reduc- 
tion in the per capita to as low as 
$2.25. The reports of census-takers 
are now coming in and enowgh have 
been received to show that there will 
be a small increase iu the number of 
School children reportod, as compared 
With last year's report, which showed 
a total of 727,723. This fact in coir 
nection with the reduced revenue for 
school, as well as other purposes, and 
the fact that something like $175,000 
must, be taken from it to make up the 
present deficit just referred to. will 
easily cause the big per capita reduct- 
ion. Besides this, the schools an 
bound to be more expensive next year 
as the attendance in all public school 
will be larger on accouut of the new 
compulsory education law.

A swine grower, in the Breeder's 
Gazette, tells of an experiment he 
made in very close inbreeding with 
swine, recently, without intending to 
do so. He Bays: One of my sows— 
a very choice one individually aud bred 
iu the very height of fashion, as fash- 
ion now ruus with Poland-China 
breeders — was accidently coupled in 
November last with one of her own 
list spring's pigs. The pig himself 

posely bred several of my other sows 
to him, but at the time he served his 
own dam I had no idea that he was 
big enough to serve a large sow with 
out assistance ; but the job was done 
in some way before we were aware of 
it. 

Last season this sow produced 
litter of very superior pig6 — in tact 
Hie very tops of mv season's crop were 
from her — and this boar pig was one 
best of the litter . The

Sales on our market for the week 
ust closed amount to 1464 hhds. with 
receipts for the same period 1024 hhds. 

market since January 1, 
24G hhdB. Sales of the 
crop of 1895 on our market to this date 
amount to 70,894 hhds. 

Cur tobacco market has had another 
week of extremely light business with 
no general improvement in prices. 
During the week rains have occurred 
to some extent over the greater part of 
both the hurley and dark tobacco belt 
and a great deal of transplanting bas 
beeu done. In many sections half of 
the iutended crop has been put on the 
hill and in some localities the plant- 
ing is almost completed . The 
eastern part of the burley section has 
had the smallest amount of rain and 
that locality the setting has nol 
been extensive. It is likely that re- 
ceipts will rapidly increase within the 
next two weeks.

But we do assert 
that the best of these might be much 
better, and in the majority of oases 
tho irregularities we complain of are 
suoh are seriously mar their musical 
effect and snoh ought to be and 
might be avertod hy mm» istelli 
gent founding or in most onsos recti- 
fied by more intelligent tuning after 
founding. This whole matter turns 
on the meaning of tho expression 
"in tune with itself." Most people 
have an idea that evory boll has one 
prominont, unmistakable note which 
characterizes it and as to whose 
pitch no two people with musical 
ears could differ. And yot wo feel 
suro that many havo felt a difficulty 
in determining the note of a familiar 
bell. 

Now to account for this we must 
understand what is tho trim "the- 
ory" of a bell. It would surely bo 
unroasonablo to supposo that tho 
very peculiar form of bell which 
with slight modifications has boon 
preserved for so many hundreds of 
years was ndoptod without tho do- 
liborato purpose of insuring that the 
various tones and suhtones of oach 
boll should be in somo fixed musical 
relation to each other.

There are two great mistakes com- 
monly miulo as to Americans. One 
is that they are original inventors.

Petersburg, to witness the transfer of 
50,000,000 roubles in go!d from the 
Russian Treasury to the exchange 
fund of the Government Bank, where 
it was needed for the redemption of 
paper roubles. 

Included in this store of gold he 
Raw 14,371,756 roubles in value, of 
United States half-eagles. While the 
coinage of all the nations of the world 
was represented in this particular pile 
of gold no other nation save Russia 
itself came anywhere near the store 
eonUibnted bv the United States to 
Russian coffer*. 

Japan came next with only 1.078, 
519 roubles' worth of yens, while o 
British gold in this pile of Russiai 
money there were pounds sterling to 
the small amount of less than a mil 
lion roubles

Standard have recently flooded . 
county with speeches of Hon. Job it 
Carlisle, in support of the demoneti 
tion of Silver. These speeches are the 
hest efforts of a trained lawyer skilled 
in the art of "making the worse ap- 
pear the better reason," full of sophis- 
tries and misleading statcmeuts and 
made in the attempt to bolster up a 
bad cause and to delude the people. 

When Mr. Carlisle was in Congress 
and faithfully representing his people, 
he was one of the strongest champ- 
ions of the Silver cause. On Febru- 
ary 21. 1878, he made one of the ablest 
speeches ever delivered in Congress in 
favor of the unlimited coinage of sil- 
ver. In it he indulged in no such fal- 
lacies and false arguments as he now 
assails you with, but hit straight from 
the shoulder in defense of the people's 
rights in the following language : 

"The Director of the mint iu his last 
report states that lrom January, 
when the coinage of wbeldlary 
iilyer commenced, to October 1, 1877, 
there had been purchased 28.707,, 
631 57 An© ounces, or 31,897,371.73 
standard ounces, of silver bullion at 
the price of $31,118,793 26, being 
average 118.8 cent per ounce tine, I 
that this bullion at the coining l 
of $1.24.4108 per standard ounce will 
produce $39,685,088. Here then is a 
seiguiorage or gain to the Govern- 
ment, during the period mentioned of 
$5,566,714.74. Under a system of free 
coinage this sum of more thai 
and a half millions of dollars would 
have gone directly into the coffers of 
the holders and speculators in silver 
bullion, and besides that the Govern- 
ment would have prepared their coin 
for them at an expense of several mil- 
ju dollars more. 

The overloaded taxpayers of this 
country, alieady staggering and siuk- 
ing under the burdens imposed upon 
them by unwise lagislation, would 
have been subjected by that pro- 



cess of getting this money Into circula- 
tion will be too slow to afford the full 
measure of relief which the people now 
demand and need.

foundation than ever. I know thai 
the world's stock of the precious met- 
als is none to large, and I see no rea- 
son to apprehend that it will ever be- 
come so. Mankind will be fortunate 
indeed if the annual production of 
gold and silver coin shall keep pace 
with the anuual inciease ot popula- 
tion, commerce and industry. Ac- 
cording to my view of the subject, the 
conspirscy which seems to have been 
formed here and in Europe to destroy 
' legislation and otherwise from 
reo-eeveuths to one-half of the me- 
llic money of tho country is tho most 
gantic crime of this or any other age. 
The consummation of such a scheme 
juld ultimately entail more misery 
ion the human race than all the 
ir». pestilences, and famines that 
er occurred in the history of the 
history ot the world. The absolute 
d iustantaneous destruction of half 
i entire movable property of the 
>rld, including houses, ships, 
roads, and all other appliances for 
carrying on commerce, while it would 
be felt more Bensibly at the moment, 
would not produce anything like the 
irolonged distress and disorganiza- 
tion of society that must inevitably 
•esult from the permanent aunihila- 
iou of one-half of the metallic money 
u the world. With an ample cur- 
•ency, an industrious aud frugal peo- 
ple will speedily rebuild their works 
of iutcrnal improvement and repair 
of property, but no amount of in- 
dustry or economy on the part of the
